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From  the  Chief  Academic  Officer 


Centenary  College  of  Louisiana  has  a  long  tradition  of  excellence  in  teaching  and  scholarly 
activity  stretching  back  to  its  foundation  in  the  early  19th  Century.  Today,  more  than  ever,  we  recognize 
that  excellence  in  teaching  demands  matching  excellence  in  intellectual  activity.  These  professorial 
activities  are  mutually  beneficial.  As  we  probe  the  unknown  of  our  fields,  we  enrich  our  knowledge  of 
the  discipline  and  enhance  our  ability  to  teach.  As  we  teach,  we  come  to  learn  the  deficiencies  in  our 
knowledge  that  demand  investigation. 

Not  ten  years  ago,  Ernest  Boyer  of  The  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching 
saw  the  scholarly  activity  of  college  and  university  professors  falling  into  four  broad  categories: 
discovery,  application,  integration,  and  teaching.  First,  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  we  have  made  in 
our  understanding  and  knowledge,  much  remains  unknown  and  great  questions  remain  unanswered. 
Consequently,  many  Centenary  College  professors  devote  their  lives  to  extending  the  bounds  of  their 
discipline  by  fundamental  research  or  creative  activity.  Second,  society  has  a  great  need  to  apply  our 
ever-increasing  knowledge  to  pressing  problems.  Some  of  our  faculty  members  are  attempting  to  use  the 
knowledge  of  their  disciplines  to  address  these  practical  issues.  For  example,  one  of  our  physics 
professors  and  his  students  are  exploring  the  use  of  infrared  light  to  image  brain  function.  Third,  in  spite 
of  our  tremendous  store  of  knowledge,  scholars  have  difficulty  transmitting  this  knowledge  from  the 
expert  to  the  general  public.  Thus,  some  of  our  faculty  members  integrate  and  synthesize  their 
disciplinary  knowledge  and  disseminate  it  widely,  as  seen  in  editorials  appearing  in  the  local  newspaper 
of  one  of  our  professors  of  political  science.  Finally,  with  this  burgeoning  knowledge  and  the  increasing 
demands  on  our  students,  we  need  to  find  ways  of  transmitting  more  efficiently  our  cultural  inheritance. 
Since  conveying  knowledge  and  developing  our  student's  ability  to  think  are  central  to  the  mission  of  a 
liberal  arts  institution,  many  of  us  devote  some  of  our  efforts  towards  developing  new  methods  and 
techniques  for  teaching.  For  example,  a  number  of  our  faculty  members  have  participated  in  hosting 
workshops  on  the  uses  of  Web-based  technology  in  the  classroom,  sponsored  by  the  Associated  Colleges 
of  the  South. 

With  the  second  edition  of  Kudos ,  we  present  the  scholarly  and  creative  achievements  of  our 
faculty  for  the  1997-98  academic  year.  Why  do  we  prepare  this  document?  We  wish  to  provide  our 
community  a  convenient  window  on  the  scholarly  and  creative  activity  of  our  colleagues.  We  also  want 
to  share  our  pride  in  our  accomplishments  with  our  students,  alumni,  board  of  trustees  and  other  members 
of  the  College  community.  With  this  document  I  continue  the  commitment  made  by  my  predecessor,  Dr. 
Robert  Bareikis,  to  offer  the  next  chapter  in  the  illustrious  scholarly  and  creative  history  of  Centenary 
College  of  Louisiana.

University.  He  previously  taught  at  The  Citadel, 
Randolph-Macon,  and  Rutgers  University, 
holding  the  position  of  assistant  professor  of 
political  science.  He  came  to  Centenary  in  1986 
from  Rhodes  College,  where  he  was  associate 
professor  of  political  science. 

"In  addition  to  providing  students  with  the 
knowledge  and  skills  that  will  enable  them  to 
succeed,  my  task  as  a  professor  is  to  involve 
students  with  the  excitement  of  learning  about 
political  science  and  contemporary  politics,"  Dr. 
Grunes  says. 

His  colleague,  Dr.  John  Peek,  Associate 
Professor  of  Political  Science,  describes  Dr. 
Grunes  as  "dynamic  in  the  classroom.  He  keeps 
material  current  and  relevant  to  issues  of 
concern  to  college  students." 

Striving  for  excellence  in  and  out  of  the 
classroom,  Dr.  Grunes  is  active  as  an  advisor,  as 
well  as  a  mentor  and  has  rejuvenated  the  pre-law 


society.  "With  the  help  of  Dr. 
Grunes  as  advisor,  members  are 
offered  insight  into  the  world  of 
pre-law  studies  that  is  not  easy 
to  come  by,"  says  Danielle 
West,  a  sophomore  political 
science  major.

LEH  Honors  Professor  Dana  Kress 


Dr.  Dana  Kress,  Associate 
Professor  of  French  at 
Centenary  College,  received  a 
Special  Humanities  Award 
from  the  Louisiana 
Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  at  its  annual 
awards  banquet  on  April  7, 

1998  at  the  Governor's 
Mansion  in  Baton  Rouge. 

The  award  recognizes  the 
major  contribution  to  the  humanities  in 
Louisiana  that  Dr.  Kress  has  made  as  a  scholar 
in  various  Louisiana  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  programs.  Included  in  these 
contributions  are  his  groundbreaking  research  on 
artist  Jean  Despujols  and  his  articles  in 
Louisiana  Cultural  Vistas. 

Upon  receiving  his  Ph.D.  in  French  from 
Vanderbilt  University  in  1992,  Dr.  Kress  came 
to  Centenary  as  an  assistant  professor  of  French. 
He  has  worked  extensively  with  the  Despujols 
collection  at  the  Meadows  Museum  of  Art  and 
has  established 


Le  Tintamarre,  Centenary's 
acclaimed  French  newspaper, 
which  is  produced  entirely  by 
students.  He  established  the 
Theodore  Beck  Award  for  the 
outstanding  senior  French 
major,  and  helped  secure 
several  CODOFIL  (Council  for 
the  Development  of  French  in 
Louisiana)  and  Belgian 
government  scholarships  for 
Centenary  students.  In  1995, 
Dr.  Kress  published  The  Orlando  Legend  in 
Nineteenth-Century  French  Literature,  a  major 
contribution  to  the  field.

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Joint  Research  with  LSUMC,  Biomed 

Professor  Rodriguez  Studies  Prototype  Instrument 


A  novel  way  to  pinpoint 
oxygen  deficiency  inside  the 
body  is  on  the  drawing  board 
and  ready  to  be  developed. 

The  instrument  —  a  Probe 
Laser  Oxygenation 
Tomograph  or  PLOT  — 
could  significantly  help 
researchers  to  detect  and 
treat  stroke,  ischemic  bowel 
disease  and  other  circulatory 
diseases. 

Louisiana  State  University 
Medical  School  in 
Shreveport  and  the  Biomedical  Research 
Foundation  have  co-funded  a  grant  of  $15,000  to 
Dr.  Juan  Rodriguez,  Associate  Professor  of 
Biophysics  at  Centenary  College,  to  build  and 
test  a  prototype  instrument. 

"The  prototype  will  test  the  feasibility  of  a  new 
method  of  imaging  tissue  oxygenation  deep 
inside  the  body  in  a  non-invasive  way.  The 
information  derived,  coupled  with  the  potential 
portability  and  affordability  of  the 
instrumentation,  could  provide  an  important 
alternative  to  other  forms  of  tomography 
currently  available,"  Rodriguez  said. 


Dr.  Harold  Battarbee,  a 
physiology  professor  at  the 
LSU  Medical  Center, 
described  the  project  as 
having  "incredible 
potential,"  and  went  on  to 
say,  "If  someone  has  a 
stroke  .  .  .  you  would  have 
the  ability  to  intervene  early 
and  with  the  appropriate 
treatment.  You  would  have 
something  to  put  in  an 
ambulance  with  a  signal 
uplinked  to  a  satellite  and 
downlinked  to  a  hospital  for 
early  detection  and  treatment  of  stroke." 

Drs.  Battarbee  and  Rodriguez  had  discussed  Dr. 
Rodriguez's  idea  during  a  recent  lunch  meeting, 
and  then  captured  the  interest  of  the  Biomedical 
Research  Foundation,  and  Dr.  Neil  Granger, 
Associate  Dean  for  Research  at  LSU  Medical 
Center. 

"Dr.  Rodriguez's  imaging  instrument  has  many 
basic  science  applications,"  Granger  said.  "I  am 
particularly  excited  at  how  it  provides 
information  about  the  amount  of  oxygen  in  cells. 
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This  type  of  information  could  be  very  useful  in 
our  on-going  efforts  to  study  stroke  —  the 
primary  goals  of  LSU  Medical  Center's  six 
research  teams  housed  in  the  Biomedical 
Research  Institute." 

Biomedical  Research  Foundation  President  Jack 
Sharp  described  the  project  as  a  prime  example 
of  the  value  of  collaborative  efforts  by  local  and 
area  researchers.  "Though  the  amount  of  the 
grant  is  relatively  small,  how  it  came  to  be  and 
what  it  could  become  are  important.  In  bringing 
together  the  resources  of  the  Medical  School, 
BRF  and  Centenary,  the  potential  of  this 
technology  become  realizable.  And  this  type  of 
collaborative  activity  will  be  a  key  component  in 


the  success  of  the  planned  research  park  in 
Shreveport." 

Dr.  Rodriguez's  one-year  project  addressed  the 
first  stage  of  development  that  will  demonstrate 
the  feasibility  of  the  technique.  The  work  was 
performed  at  Centenary,  where  laser,  machine 
shop,  and  electronic  facilities  are  already 
available  to  develop  prototype  instrumentation. 

Upon  successful  completion  of  the  first  stage  of 
development,  the  project  will  then  seek  to 
validate  the  technique  with  the  aid  of  other 
forms  of  tomography  available  at  the  Medical 
Center  and  Biomedical  Research  Institute.
